’ This is undoubtedly the subject which has. 
been bothering all interested in China and 
the ‘China trade ever since that trade first 
commenced.’ China has from the outset 
put cup . barriers, against the foreigner 
and his vtrade which it. Has taken years 
and, the expenditure of much treasure’ and 
valuable lives to break down, even 
to the very limited extent, at which we 
have at, present arrived. China has plainly 
given the rest of the world, to understand 
upon every possible occasion that she wished 
to. keep exclusively to herself and did not 
want any outside help or interference. This 
is all very well from the’ view of Chinese 


:} conservatism, «but it is not in gecordance 


with the spirit of the times and the great 
“striggle for-existenice and the survival of the 
fittest which is eternally going on. The 
-nations,of the West have ceased to. be con- 
tent to lead a humdrum agricultural life and 
have taken'to manufactures instead. They 
must find a: market for. their goods and as 
the output is continually ‘on the increase 
so they are obliged to seek -for' fresh: 
markets. ‘The’ opening’ of new markets 
is absolutely. necessary to the existence’ 
of thé’ Western nations and hence 
they refuse to rest content when told-that: 
they and, their goods are not wanted. 

It is not, as a matter of fact, the question’ 
of China for the Chinese, ‘nor is it a ques-' 
tion of the, breaking up of China. It is 
simply. that the Western nations’ must 
ibe allowed to make a bid for customers in 
China.’ If thé door is thrown open and they’ 
are allowed to push their goods through the 
length .and breadth of the land to. théir 

ts’ content they will be satisfied. But if, 
‘64 the other hand, China insists upon- the 
closing of the door against them they will 
be driven to’ forcing it for themselves.” It
